The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I, II, and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions are not disclosed as capable of use together and have different 
modes of operation and effects (i.e., invention I treats a metal, while invention II does 
not; invention II recites a specific structure, while invention I does not; and invention 
IV requires the presence of an acid compound, while inventions I and II do not). 

3. Inventions I-IV are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for 
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using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product 
or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that 
product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case, the composition as claimed can be 
used in a method of providing oxidative, corrosion, and/or moisture resistance to other 
than a metal substrate, such as plastic. 

4. Inventions V is unrelated to all others. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
designs, modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant 
case, the different inventions are not disclosed as capable of use together and have 
different modes of operation and effects: the process is one of preparing a food 
preservative, unrelated to the oxidative/corrosion protection for metals recited in the 
other groups. 

5. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
